No-Man's-Land is the strip lying be- 


tween Colorado and Kansas on the 
north, and Texas on the south. It was 
:edecl by Texas to the United States, 
and has been classed geographically 
with Indian Territory lor convenience. 
It extends from the 100th to the 103d 
meridian, and is about seventy-five 
miles in width. The following account 
haa been given of its condition and 
settlement: "For forty years or more 
the country- has been withont a name 
and without law. 
Even the land laws 


of the United States do not cover il.s 
nearly 4,000,000 fertile acres. Its well- 
.vatered valleys have been a vast herd-., 
ng-ground. Those who are now liv- 
ng there enjoy to the fullest extent 
-he 'squatter sovereignty' extol 1ml • hy 
Stephen A. "Douglas, and tlie <rrnal 
Illinois Senator is responsible for it 
fn fixing up the boundaries during the 
Territorial legislation in Which he took 
i leading part, this strip of land, con- 
taining 5,761 square miles, was left 
out entirely, and from that day has 
been absolutely without law. 
It is 


ono of the most fertile spots in the 
United States, but for the reason that 
the land and other laws of the Nation 
lo not apply to it settlers have been 
chary about going on to it. Two yeilrs 
ago some adventurous persons went 
in and took'up lands.

fire* in theaters—a house crowded to 
suffocation, inadequate means ol exit, 
Brrlbia straggles among the audience in 
i mad effort to reach the street, scores 
irampled undar-foot and at least a hun- 
dred people burned to death. The actual 
oss of life can not be known for acme 
days. The flre originated In a gas explo- 
sion while a performance was in progress. 
The inflammable material Instantly caugb t 
Ire, producing a wild panic among the 
closely-packed spectators. The third-tier 
loxes 'and gallery above were crowded 
with people, and only a few of them 
escaped. The debris is surrounded by 
weeping throngs whose relative) lost 
their lives. Hospitals and private houses 
are filled with victims severely injured 
in the flerce struggle to raach the stieet. 
Some who succeeded in getting out safely 
died afterward from vomiting blood. 
Frightened people leaped from windows 
and were killed by the fall. Only a par- 
tial search of the audttprium and boxes 
has been made yet, but the firemen and 
the citizens', relief corps are constantly 
bringing out chaired bodies. So far ui 
known the loss of life was entirely among 
the audience, and all the members of the 
company escaped. The flre was cauieil 
by some disarrangement of the gas in the 
flies during the third act. 
Tho llamas 


swept over the upper part of the house 
first, giving the people in the galleries 
no time to escape, while those on the 
lower floors reached the street in com- 
parative safety. Somebody shut off the 
gas shortly after the flre was discovered, 
in the hope of checking its spread, but 
only left the theater in almost total dark- 
ness and Increased the panic. The light 
wood-work galleries were soon in a roar- 
ing blaze. All the doors of the theater 
opened Inward and all were closed when 
the alarm was given. 
The theatir 


holds twenty-two hundred people and 
the loss of life is very large. 
The • char- 


red bodies of a man and woman looked in 
a close embrace aie believed to be those 
of Dr. Zorilla and wife. None of the bod- 
ies have yet been positively identified. 
The search has been going on all night by 
torch-light, and the scenes among those 
looking for missing relatives in the 
ruins are heartrending. 
Private infor- 


mation here says that very few persons 
in the galleries escaped, and that the loss 
of life is twica as large as at flrst re- 
ported.

The New Pension Bill. 


By request we publish the following 
irinoipal points of the new pension bill 
lossed by the senate: 
The bill grauts a pension of $12 per mouth to 
11 persons who served three months or more in 
le military or naval service of the United States 
uring the late war of the Rebellion, and who 
ave been honorably discharged therefrom, and 


IT ho are now, or who may hereafter be, suffering 
roni mental or physical disability, not the re- 
ultof their own vicious habits, which totally 
ncapacltate them for the performance of manu- 
1 labor, the pension to date from the filing of 
he application in the pension olnce. If any iu- 
alid pensioner has died, or shall hereafter die, 
aving a widow, minor child or children under 
Ighteen years of age, or in case there be no 
ridow or minor child or children, a dependent 
lother or father,auch widow,mlnorchild or chll- 
ren, or mother or father, shall be placed upon 
he pension rolls at the rates established by 
aw for such, without regard to the cause of 
eath of such pensioner; provided that the cause 
f death of such pen sinner was not and is not 
ue to a violation of civil or military laws, or 
le results of vicious habits; and provided fur- 
her tbat said widow was married to the de- 
based pensioner prior to the passage of this 
.ct. That the increase of pensions for minor 
lilldren shall be at the rate of $5 per month In- 
tead of 92 a month, as now provided by law, and 
n case a minor child Is Insane, idiotic, or other- 
Ise helpless, the pension shall continue during 
le life of said child, or during the-perlod of 
aid disability. The fee of claim agents is limlt- 
d to $10, and a fine not exceeding $000, or im- 
rlsoument at hard labor for not more than two 
ears, or both, is the penalty prescribed tor 
withholding from a pensioner or claimant the 
whole or any part of the pension due,.

Far Hack In the Thirteenth Century It 


Wai Really the Gardeu ot a Convent, 
but It In Now a Garden In Name Only. 
The Floweri and Other Matters. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


LONDON, March 3.—It is not alone the flrst 


days of tho pilgrim's wanderings in London 
that are ailed with the curious sense of home 
coming, that makes up the consciousness of 
many an American. It is as it an old story 
were told again, and the heir, stolen In child- 
hood, returned, unrecognized "by those about 
him, but recalling with more and more fresh- 
nois and certainty the scenes of which ho 
was once a part. Tho years slip away. Two 
hundred and more of them lie between, It is 
true, but not two hundred nor ten times two 
hundred can blot out the linos of a record in 
which the struggle and the_Uope of all Eng- 
lish spaaking people was "one. For past or 
present alike, London stands as the fountain 
head, and thus, whatever pain may come 
from tho oppressive sense 
of crowded, 


swarming life, pent up in these dull gray 
walli—whatever conviction that such a mou- 
nter mass or human energy and human pain 
needs diffusion and not concentration—Lou- 
don holds and will hold the fascination that 
is quite apart from the mere outward aspect. 


To go to a point determined upon before- 


hand is good. To lose oneself in the laby- 
rinth o£ lanes and alleys, and come suddenly 
upon something quite as desirable, is even 
butter, and this losing is ns inevitable as the 
finding also becomes. The flrst perplexity 
nris(« from tho fact that a London street is 
*'overything by turns and nothing long," and 
that a solitary block of buildings owns often 
a name as long a» itself. The line of street 
nhicli, on tho map, appears continuous, gives 
a dozen changes to tho mile, and tho pilgrim 
discovers quickly that he is always some- 
whore else thau at or on the point determined 
upon. Thon the temptation to add to this 
complication by sudden excursions into 
shadowy courts and dark little passages is 
irresistible, not to mention the desire, equally 
pressing, of discovering at once if Violet 
lane and Hop Vine alley and Myrtle court 
have really any relation to their names, or 
are simply the reaching out of their inhabi- 
tants for some touch of nature's benefac- 
tions. Violot lane may have had its hedge- 
rows and violets in a daylong dead, precisely 
as hop vines may have flung their polo green 
bolls over cottage paling, for both are far 
outside the old oity limits, but today they 
nro simply the narrowest of passages between 
tho gnmlost of buildings, given over to trade 
in its most sordid form, and hops have no 
placo save in tho pots of beer that come from 
tho dirty "public" at tho end of tho court. 


It is a matter ot no surprise, then, to find 


that Covent Garden holds no hint of its past 
save iu name, though from the noisy Strand 
ono has passed into so many shelters, quiet 
nooks, unknown to nine-tenths of tho hurry- 
ing throng in that great artery of London, 
that ono half expects to see the green trees 
and the box bordered alleys of tho old garden 
where tho monks once walked. Far back in the 
very beginning of the Thirteenth century, it 
was tho convent garden of Westmtabter, and 
its choice fruits and fl owers rejoiced the soul 
of the growers, who plauted and pruned with 
small thought of what the centuries were to 
bring. Through all chances and changes it 
remained a garden up to 1621, when much of 
the original ground had been swallowed up 
by royal grants, and ono duke and another 
had built his town house amid the spreading 
trees. For this "amorous aud herbivorous 
parish," as Sidney Smith calls it, was one of 
tho most fashionable quarters OH London; 
Che Stuart kings and thoir courts delighted 
iu it, and the square was filled with houses 
designed by Inigo Jones, the north and east 
sida of the market having an areado called 
the Portico Walk1, but soon changed to the 
name, which it has long borne—the Piazza. 
Tho market want on behind these pillars, but 
year by year, as London grew, pushed itself 
toward the center of the square, till now not 
a foot of vacant space remain1). At one of 
its stalls may still lie found an ancient mar- 
ketman, whoso name, Anthony Piazza, is a 
memory oC a parish custom which named 
after this tavorito walk msiny of the found- 
ling children born in the parish. 


There is nothing more curious in all Lon- 


don than tho transform atious known to this 
ouco quiet spot. Drury lane is close at hand, 
and Covent Garden theatre is as well known 
as the niarkot itself. The convent has be- 
conia a play house. "Monks and nuns turn 
actors and actresses. 
The garden, formal 


and quiel, where a salad nus cut for a lady 
abbess, aud llowers were gathered to adorn 
images, becomes a market, noisy and full of 
Ufa, distributing its thousands oE fruits and 
flowors to a vicious metropolis." Two quaint 
old inns are still here; two great national 
theatres, and a churchyard full oil moldy 
but still living celebrities—the church itself, 
bare and big, vising above them. In the 
days of the Stuarts, people prayed to bo 
buried hei e, hardly less than In Westminster 
abbey, and the lovor of epitaph and monu- 
ment will find occupation here for many au 
hour. This strange squat old building, under 
tho shadow of the church, is the market, its 
hundred columns and chapel looking fronts 
always kneo deep and more iu baskets and 
fruits and vegetables, while its air still seems 
to breatho of old books, old painters and old 
authors. 


"Night and morning are at meeting," for 


Coveut Garden makes small distinction be- 
tween the two, and whether it is a lato sup- 
per or an early breakfast that the coffee 
rooms and stalls are furnishing, can hardly 
bo determined by one who lias elected to 
know how the market receives and how it dis- 
tributes its supplies. In November fog and 
mist, or the blackness of early winter, with 
snow on the ground, or cold rain falling, res- 
olution is needed for such an expedition, and 
more, if one would see all that the deep night 
bides, and that comes to light as the dawn 
struggles through. This business of feeding 
a city of 4,000,000 people scorns the simplest 
and most natural of occupations, but the 
facts involved oro staggering, not alone in 
tho mere matter of quantities and the amaze- 
ment at the flrst sight of them, but in the 
thousands of lives tangled with them. Quan- 
tity is tho first impression. Every cellar 
runs over with green stuff, mountains of 
which come in on enormous wagons, and fill 
up all spaces left vacant; heaving masses ot 
buckets tumbling from other wagons, and 
Dlling 
with instant celerity.' 
In 
the 


grout vans pour, from every market garden 
and outlying district of London, from, all 
England, from the United Kingdom, from 
all the world. Literally, for it is soon dis- 
covered, that those enormous vans on high 
springs and with immense wheels, drawn by 
Normandy horses of size and strength to 
match, are chiefly from the railway stations, 
and that the drivers, who seem to bo built on 
the same plan as the horses and vans, have 
big limbs, and big voices, and a high color, 
and that the bulging pocketa of their vel- 
veteen suits show invoices and receipt books. 


Not alone from railway stations and trains, 


from which tons of cabbages, carrots, onions 
and all the vegetable tribe issue, but from the 
docks where steamers from Rotterdam and 


ranged presently in due order in stall and 
arcade. There is no hint of any thing grosser* 
than the great cabbageg, which appear to be 
London's favorite vegetable. Meat has its 
place at SmithfleU, and fish at Billingsgate, 
but the old garden is, in one sense, true to its 
name, and givec us only the kindly fruits of

In the central arcade fruit has the honors, 


and no prettier picture can well be imagined. 
For once under these gray skies there is a 
sense ot color and light, and there is no sur- 
prise in hearing that Turner came here to 
study both, and that even the artist of today 
does not disdain the same method: 


The American, accustomed to the lavish 


homo supply, finds it hard to believe that the 
tmall apples selling at from four to eight 
cents a pound -are more than the fruit of o 
backward season and an inferior tree. Plums 
are plenty up to November, but, like the ap- 
ples, they lack flavor and sweetness, and so 
With peas. In short, English fruit struggles 
for existence, and ripens under almost sun- 
lesa skies, and the result i» really better than 
might be expected, but never particularly 
satisfactory. 
It is the flower market to which one turns 


with a certaiuty gained at once that no dis- 
appointment follows intimate acquaintance 
with English flowers. There aro exotics for 
those who will, but it is not to them that one 
turns. It is to the hundreds upon hundreds 
of flower pots, in which grow roses and ger- 
aniums and mignonette and a seoie of old 
fashioned but forever beloved names. Great 
bunches of mignonette for n penny, aud lesser 
bunches of sweet odors for tho same com, 
while the violets have rows of baskets to 
themselves, as indeed they need, for scores of 
buyers flock about them. Little buyers chiefly, 
with tangled hair aud bare feet, and the 
purchase money tied in some corner of their 
rags, lor they buy to sell again, and, having 
tramped miles it may be to this fountain 
head, will tramp other miles before night 
comes, making their way into court and alley 
and under sunless doorways, crying "Violets! 
sweet violets," as they were cried in Herrick's 
time. A ha'penny will buy one of tho tiny 
bunches which they have made up with swift 
fingers, and they are bought even by the 
poorest, how, heaven only knows. But in 
cracked jug or battered tin the bunch of 
violets sweetens the foul air, or the bit of 
mignonette grows and even thrives, where 
human kind cannot. 


So, though Covent Garden has iu winter 


"flowers at guineas apiece, pineapples at 
guiueas a pound and peas at guineas a 
quart," these for the rich only, it, has also its 
possibilities for the poor. They throng about 
it at all times, for there is always chance of 
some stray orange or apple or rejected 
yegetablo that will help out a meal. They 
throng above all in these terrible days when 
the "unemployed" are huddling under arches 
and in dark places where they lay their 
homeless heads, and where in the hours be- 
tween night and morning the cocoa rooms 
open for the hungry drivers of the big vans, 
who pour down great mugs of coffee and 
cocoa and make away with mountains of 
bread and butter. A penny gives a small 
mug of cocoa and a slice of bread and butter, 
and tho owner of a penny is rich. Often it 
is shaied, and the sharer, half drunk still, it 
may be, and so foul with the mud and refuse 
into which he crawled, can hardly be known 
as human, save 
for this one gleam of 


something 
beyond the human.

one at every turn in this early morning, and 
for many there is not oven the penny, and 
they wait, sometimes with appeal, but as 
often silently, the chance gift of the buyer. 
Food for all the world, it would seem, and 
yet London is not fed; and having once 
looked upon these waifs that are floated 
against the pillars of the old market, one 
fancies almost a curse on the piles of food 
that is not for them save as chanty gives it; 
and the flowers, that even on graves, will 
never be for them. 


Men and women huddle here, and under 


tue arches children skulk away liko young 
rats, feeding on offal, lying close in dark 
corners for warmth and hunted about also 
like rats. It is n poverty desperate and hor- 
ribte beyond that that any civilized city con 
show; and who shall say who is responsible 
or what the and1 will be?
